Chirol did wisely, under the cedars of 
Lebanon, when -he yielded to the 
persuasion of his triend, the artist, 
Tristram Ellis, and tried his hand at 
painting. The “authors opinion that, 
‘apart from such success as one may 
achieve in some particular sketch the 
mere attempt to reproduce what one sees 
impresses it as nothing else can on one’s 
memory,” will be warmly seconded by

The frontispiece, a bright water-colour, 
of rather modern style, showing a main 
street in Peking destroyed by the 
Boxers, is an evidence surely of the 
value of the capacity to record im- 
pressions of things seen in more ways 
than one. When Sir Valentine Chirol 
gae ir that his sketches recall not only the 
subject, but the circumstance, pleasant or 
unpleasant, in which they were executed, 
he gives the idea of being unaware of its 
being an experience which is common in 
the brotherhood of out-of-door painters. 


The sketches made on these journeys in. 


the East of fifty years ago stirred in him 
many exciting memories. Few would wish 
to experience such an interruption as he 
describes in his chapter, ‘Criss Cross 
Through Middle India.”” A swarm of 
wild bees flying low came straight for the 
spot at which he was sitting. A friend 
who, as he says himself, fortunately knew 
how to deal with the situation, threw 
himself face downward on the ground tell- 
ing him to do likewise; and not to move 
if part of the swarm should Jight on them. 
be remark which follows the descrip- 
tion of this exciting sketching adventure 
is typical of the feeling for this side of 
his work, which is evident all through 
he book. He describes how, even in the 
ace of this danger, he turned his sketch 
face to the ground and closed his paint- 
box before seeking cover. To review this 
collection of sketches, from an art 
critics point of view, would be. unfair. 
To pass them over as mere illustrations to 
the letterpress. of this famous traveller 
would be to lose much of that personal 
touch which his admirers complained was 
lacking in ‘‘ Fifty Years in a Chenging 
World,” published a few years ago. | 


It cannot have been an easy matter for 
one who had taken such a part in modern 
life and travel to step back so completely 
to earlier impressions. In some chapters 
even more than others he brings his 
readers with him into the out-way corners 
of the East. It was while following a 
rough and steep track in company with 
his friend, Lawrence Oliphant, while they 
were wandering in Syria, mounted on 
Syrian ponies, with a pack-mule for the 
luggage, that he discovered Mallula, which 
he describes as one of the most ancient 
villages in Syria. 

Even the middle-aged folk there, he 
says, could not remember having seen a 
foreigner; but from the distant villages, 
he*was mformed by a pfiest, came many 
pilgrims on festival days, as Malula was 
the oldest of the Syriac speaking villages 
still left, and the people liked to bear the 
Gospel read in the language of Christ. 
The chapter headings themselves, to take 
a few at random, will turn the memories 
of the middle-aged to long-forgotten tales 
of adventure—‘‘On the Fringe of the

A BOOK -FOR ANGLERS. 


———— 


AJOR ASHLEY DODD has been 
fortunate as a sportsman. As a 
schoolboy of sixteen, in one day he shot 
148 head of game (including 50 brace of 
partridges and 104 brace of grouse) and 
also Janded six salmon, the three best 
weighing 62lb., and two white trout. Asa 
grown man in less than a ful] day he and 
his wife, sharing one rod, accounted for 
23 salmon; and when in the midst of the 
war he managed to steal a day’s leave to 
renew his acquaintance. with a stretch of 
the ‘‘ Test,’’ he finished the evening by 
inducing a trout of 11{lb. to take his dry 
fly and retain possession of it til] netted. 

Those are among the exploits which he 
recounts in this volume of discursive 
essays and sketches. It is a book which 
every angler will read with jealousy and 
interest. Next to catching fish oneself, 
nothing is so calculated to rouse the 
characteristic angler’s mood of absorption 
and irritation as reading of another's 
feats. The book is full of hints on various 
methods of fishing. . Of these many are 
controversial (the reviewer disacrees 
violently with the majority of the hints 
on fishing in loughs in so far as Irish 
loughs are concerned), but fishing is a 
sport of such numerous aspects, and its 
requirements vary so widely from stream 
to stream and lake to lake that a debt is 
owed to every angler who will take the 
trouble to codify his own experience 
whether the deductions he draws are right 
or wrong or have a truth limited only to 
particular circumstances. 

Miss Barbara Greg’s woodcuts, which 
ornament the chapter headings, are always 
vigorous and sometimes very good indeed.

A TROPICAL TAPESTRY. 


RAVEL books are diverse and nume- 
rous. Some are simply catalogues 
of scenery and points of interest and 
make very dry —e unless read as 
one tours the country de 
contain undigested impressions of a hasty 
traveller, whose short holiday Jeads him 
to crowd as much as possible into a very 
short time. ‘‘ A Tropical Tapestry ' 
differs from these. It gives one the 
impression of a studied and _ leisurely 
period spent in glorious surroundiazs 
amid a most entertaining people and of a 
thorough understanding of the mind and 
customs of the people met on those 
travels, The author spent twelve years 
in the Malay Archipelago.

OVERS of wild life will welcome 
Cherry Kearton’s new book giving an 
account of the animals whose habits he 
studied during his latest -visit to Central 
Africa. The simplicity of the author's 
descriptive style, coupled with anecdotes 
of odd experiences and narrow escapes 
make attractive reading which is illus- 
trated by nearly a hundred photographs 
of animals and their haunts. These are 
admirably selected from the film record of 
Mr. Kearton’s expedition, and include 
some magnificent scenery with animal 
portrait studies, beautiful, menacing or 
humorous. 

The introduction contains a plea for the 
proper protection of anima] life, pointed 
by this revealing sentence, “It is a fact 
that during the war, in German East 
Africa, I had forcibly to restrain a party 
of officers from firing into a herd of 
giraffe with. a Lewis gun.!"" .Though Mr.

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BRADDOCK'S BATTLE 


WITH THE FRENCH.

HIS LINK WITH CORK.

I: was a Íar cry from the City of Cork to 

the backwoods of Northern America in 
the year 1775, when England and France 
were squabbling over their American 
cólonies, and both countries were fencing 
for positions, although war had hot yet 
been formally declared. Yet it was from 
“Cork, on the 14th January of that year, 
that the 44th and 48th regiments of the 
British line, now known respectively as 
the 1st Battalion Essex Regiment and the 
1st Battalion Northamptonshire Regi- 
ment sailed to strike an early blow at the 
French on the Ohio, which they had 
then lately invaded, having established a 
strong post called Fort Duquesne. 

The regiments were each about five 
handred strong on embarkation, and, no 
doubt, included many Cork lads in their 
ranks, some of whom, alas! were destined 
never to see their native city again. The 
story of the ill-fated expedition is one of 
the most interesting, as well as one of the 
wiost tragic episodes in British history. 

Escorted by a couple of fifty-gun ships, 
commanded by the Hon. Captain Keppel, 
the expeditionary force reached Virginia 
without mishap, and was placed under 
the command of General Braddock, who 
had sailed with the troops. Braddock 
was one of what might be termed the 
Cumberland school of general officers. 
Indeed, he had been specially selected by 
the Duke himself for the coming task, and 
had ‘soldiered under his very eye in the 
Coldstream Guards, of which he had 
formerly commanded a battalion. Fe had 
ali the faults of his type, and was a stern 
martinet, rude and blustering. However 
—like his royal master—he was a very 
brave man. It is interesting. to record 
that one of Braddock’s atdes-de-camp was 
Colonel George Washington, alterwards 
the national hero of the revolted colonies. 

The expedition was planned to avenge 
the check suffered by Washington in the 
Ohio Valley in the preceding year. 
Braddock, who had been ordered to attack 
Niagara, was particularly warned against 
surprise and ambush. 


THROUGH THE FOREST. 


From the very first the British general 
was at loggerheads with the colonial 
authorities, who were not altogether 
blameless for the delaying of Braddock’s 
thrust. He had asked for one hundred 
and fifty. waggons, to carry his transport, 
and was allotted fifteen, with whieh he 
was obliged to be satished.. . Colone! 
Washington brought him 450 men of the 
newly-raised Virginian Regiment, and his 
regular regiments were raised to seven 
hundred. men each by enlistment during 
his enforced inactivity. With this force, 
supplemented by thirty sailors lent by 
Keppel, and ten cannon, he started out 
on the 10th June. ‘Three hundred axe- 
men, under Sir John Sinclair, cleared 
the road. 

Braddock appears to have taken every 
precaution against surprise on his march 
by throwing out scouts and flanking 
parties, although this is denied by some 
writers. Be that as it may, his force 
salely reached Little Meadows, the scene 
of Washington’s reverse. Detaching ¢ 
considerable number of his men as 
guard, Braddock left his sick and his 
heavy baggage there, owing to the delay 
caused on his march, and with twelve 
hundred men he pushed on towards the 
French fort. At last, on/the 8th July, 
he was within eight miles of his goal. 

Braddock now set off with his whole 
force across diffieult country, and forded 
the river Monongahela on two occasions. 
After crossing it for the second time, he 
committed his first mistake. He actually 
had the temerity to march his men in the 
full panoply oí military splendour, with 
martial music and unfurled standards, in 
a forest which he must have known to be 
swarming with hostile Indians. Naturally 
his progress through the woods was known 
minutely to the French commander, 
Beaujeu, who, with one hundred regulars 
and eight hundred Indians and 
Canadians, was ready to ambush him 
there. They had intended to attack 
Braddock at the second ford, but, owing 
to delays caused by the Indians, this plan 
had not been feasible. 


THE GREAT AMBUSCADE. 


The clash, however, was not Jong in 
coming. An advanced party of Virginian 
scouts was fired on by the enemy. They 
retired upón the three hundred men 
commanded by Colonel Gage, who formed 
the advanced guard. Gage opened fire 
with his two cannon, and the Indians, 
who had a terror of artillery, began to 
scamper off, but the French troops were 
made of sterner stuff They met the 
advancing British, who were cheering 
lustily, with a deadly musketry fire from 
unseen positions. Men fel! in scores from 
this assault of hidden adversaries, and 
the remainder began to waver and fall 
back in confusion, 

Draddock now, instead of drawing out 
of the ambush and leaving the Virginians 
fe cover his retreat, while he brought 
all his cannon into action, drew up the 
remainder of his troops and flung them 
into the tight. ‘These men, getting mixed 
With the routed advance guard, became 
confused and lost their formation. The 
Virginians threw themselves into the 
battle in workmanlike manner, and 
sought to fight the ambuscaders in their 
own manner by taking advantage of 
every scrap of cover; and some of the 
regulars began to imitate their tactics. 

To a soldier of Braddock’s calibre this 
was unthinkable. He rode _ furiously 
among them, and actually beat the 
ofienders with the flat of his sword, 
forcing them to stand in military forma- 
tion under the murderous fire. Their 
regular volleys did little harm to the 
enoemy—who, by the way, lost Beaujeu 
quite early in the fight~and, “indeed, 
inflicted many casualities among the 
Virginians. 


INDIAN BUTCHERY. 


Braddock, whose personal bravery was 
indisputable, continued the useless fight 
for three hours. He had several horses 
shot under him before he was mortally 
wopnnded in the lungs. He demanded to 
be left where he fell, but he was hurried 
to the rear. The dying Commander still 
bore himself bravely. ‘‘We will know 
better next time,’’ he said. 

This was the last straw. The broken 
troops fled precipitately, and, if the hostile 
Indians had not delayed to butcher the 
wounded and ‘to collect loot—all the 
baggage and cannon were lost—not 4 man 
of the British force would have escaped.

There will be satisfaction in musical 
circles in Ireland that. a native of Dublin, 
in Mr. Harry Plunket Greene, the well- 
known sinzcr, has been chosen, with the 
approval of the Stanford family, to com- 
pile the offictal biography of the late Sir 
Charles Stanford, who himself had many 
close associations with Dublin, 

Mr. Plunket Greene is the son of Mr. 
Richard J. Greene, barrister-at-law, and, 
on the maternal side, is related to the 
Plunket family, bis mother being the Hon. 
Louisa Plunket, fourth daughter of the 
third Baron Plunket. Mr. Richard J. 
Greene, who was married in 1852, was the 
son of the Right Hon. R. W. Greene, 
Baron of the Exchequer in Ireland. 

Mr. Plunket Greene was educated at 
Clifton Colleve. He studied music under 
Mr.- Arthur Barraclough in Dublin, and 
contipued kis musical training at 
Stuttgart, Florence and London. As a 
singer he kecame world-famous, and he 
held professorships at the Royal Academy 
of Music and the Royal College of Music. 

He has wide literary gifts, and has 
previously published several books, inelw1- 
ing “ Pilot and Other Stories, ' “ Where 
the Bright Waters Meet,” and ‘ Inter- 
pretation in Seng.’’ He was an intimate 
friend of Sir “Charles Stanford. and an 
excellent biography will, no doubt, be 
forthcoming.

It is, 
perhaps, also part of his plan that the 
leadership of the club should be open to 
younger blood; bunt a suitable succes-or 
will not easily be found.

A Relic of the Past. 


Seeinz a wash-cart in a dairv-yard the 
other day, I was reminded of the silent 
and almost unheeded revolution that has 
taken place in the methods of . Dublin 
milk-production and distribution. Before 
the war these wash-carts were the most 
familiar sights in many of the Dublin 
streets ; yet so completely have they faded 
irom sight that they have also almost 
faded: from momory. These . gaily- 
coloured casks, mounted on wheels and 
drawn through the streets by a horse, are 
now seen cuiy at rare intervals at one of 
our remaining distilleries. 

Twenty years ago the streets leading to, 
and in the vicinity of, the Dublin lis- 
tilleries might have shown on any 
morning some hundreds of these vehicles 
patiently awaiting their turn to get into the 
distillery fer its supply of the “ wash ”’ 
that formed an important item in tli 
feeding of the 4airv cattle. The “wash ”’ 
itself was the residue after the whiske; 
had been distilled, and it was fed to daity 
cows in Dublin in large awantitiss. 
Nowadays so little is there available that 
few dairy-keepers trouble tc endeavour to 
secure a supply. ._ 

The . “ dairy-boy’’ who “tended these 
carts was something of a curivsity. Jie 
was a type apart, having nothing i: 
common with ‘Workers in any other 
industry. ie would sleep in the byres 
with the cows im winter, and im the fiel:/s 
with them when they were put to grass in 
summer ; and he could be seen sleeping “n 
his wash-cart: near a distillery when the 
queues linéd up for an all-night wait. 
After all that, he would prohably deliver 
the milk to the customers. To-day, when 
milk is generally delivered in smart motor- 
vans, and served out in sealed bottles, 
there is no longer any work for that type 
of man. c 
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| Turf Fires. 


The cold snap has put a premium upon 
the hearth. Everywhere ple are 
clustering about the grateful blaze of the 
fire. Radiators and central heating 
arrangements are all very well, but there 
is a kind of dead heat about them, while 
the gas fire and the electric too patently 
avow their purpose as mechanical im- 
proved concerns. The live fire is 
essential, and, no doubt, there is a 
friendly flicker from the coal and 
sparkling brightness from logs. For those 
who have once met them in their own 
domain; however, the turf fires will never 
have a rival. The very scent of the turf 
smoke on the air speaks of the simple 
coniforts of the home. You should select 
your turves, though; all are great, but 
some more than others. To me the heroic 
turf is the hard, black stuff that eomes 
from the depths of the bank before the 
daubeen is reached; from it burns a slow, 
deep. certain heat—a white glow with a 
white ash. Some like the swift, red top- 
turves, with a beard on them like that on 
n cocoanut; but they pass toc soon for the 
inner heat to come out in them. In the 
North, small bits of this turf—called by 
them, ‘‘ fums ’'~—are used to eke out what 
they swear by and call “mud,” tout 
court. This is a moulded substance made 
of the black dust of turf; it is worked like 
clay, and figured into shapes with the 
hand, left to dry, and finally cut with the 
spade along the figured lines into fierce- 
burning blocks. Northerners hold this to 
he better fnel than any other. South or 
North, once one has shared the hospitality 
of a turf fire ,it is easy to understand 
how the hearth has come to be the sacred 
centre round which a whole civilisation 
has been built. 


Ghe .Almanac. 


There are still ma.” old Dublin firms 
which send yearly their almanac to their 
customers. I have ssen some of them 
already: but a friend whose hobby is the 
collecting of old Irish almanacs tells me 
that the Christmas almanac, as we under- 
stand it to-day, has no comparison with 
the interesting publication of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, 
when it was a regular news bulletin. 
These almanacs were eagerly sought, and 
eontained all kinds of curious informa- 
tion, epigrams and lampoons, mathe- 
matical questions, astrology, horoscopes, 
etc., and they are, indeed, records of the 
period. There are many rare old Trish 
almanacs in existence, and during the last 
century, I am told, they were readily 


purchased at auctions of important 
libraries. 


Ghe Oldest Irish Almanac. 


One of the carliest almanacs printed in 
Ireland, and said to be one of the oldest 
almanacs now extant, was “A Prognostica- 
tion for the Year of Our Lord 1666, 
together with an exact accompt of the 
principal Highways and Fairs in the 
Kingdom of Ireland,, by Michael 
Harward, Philomath. Dublin, printed 
by John Crook, Printer to the King’s most 
excellent Majesty, and are to be sold by 
Samuel Dancer, Bookseller, in Castle- 
street, 1666.” When Sir William Wilde 
was seeking any documents concerning 
Dean Swift, it was found that a family 
named Christie, who resided near Swords, 
possessed 1 pocket hook of the Dean's. 
which the Rev. William Ovinsby secured 
for Sir William Wilde. It was an inter, 
leaved copy of one of MHarward's 
Almanacs, every leaf and portions of 
many of the others containing -:nanu- 
scripts in the Dean’s handwriting. It is 
difficult to discover when the first Trish 
almanac was printed. An Trish history 
tells us that ‘‘an Irish almanac so ear” 
as the fifteenth century is stated to have 
heen in the possession of General 
Vallancey.’’ This has been contradicted,

La Debacle, 


Amid the prevalent orgy of war litera- 
ture I hav> been surprised to notice that 
no mention has been made of the story 
which became, in some measure, the forin 
model of one of the greater French war 
novelists, Ifenri Barbusse, and, through 
him, passed ever the whole movement. I 
refer to Zola's ‘‘Za Débdcle.”” During 
the continuance of the war there was 
hardly a trench that had not its copy uf 
this work, « stinging indictment of War 
Ministries, and a heart-searching exposi- 
tion of the horror, misery and degradation 
that war produces. Yet our propagandists 
of peace seem to have left it in oblivion, 
and our literary critics have forgotten its 
artistic significance. It is curious to 
notice that beth the great continental 
novelists, whose names are written larze 
over the latter end of the nineteenth 
century, left among their major works ;n 
indictment of the war fever. ‘Tolstoi’s 
“ War and Peace” stands face to face 
with Zola’s volume. In the atmosphere of 
vilification which grew about the French- 
man's naturalism, it is too often wn- 
realised that the publication of “Ja 
Débacle”’ was an act of high courage in 
consideration of the then military pride 
of the Gallic cock. It was held in him as 
a traitor’s ct; and it bore fruit of a bitter 
kind on that later occasion when Zola 
made the muaznificent gesture in the 
Dreyfus case with his letter to Faure, and 
was hounded from France, “winning, 
however, from the world recognition as a 
true hero, who had strnek a fearless blow 
for justice.

To judge from an 
article in that paper, it would appear that 
most Americans now suffer from an in- 
creasing fear that they do not pronounce 
certain words properly. Many books on 
the subject have recently been published 
over there, the writer said, one of them 
In particular having run into many 
editions, and being purchased eagerly by 
citizens of every part of America. “ Thirty 
Thousand Words Mis-pronounced ”’ is the 
discouraging title, and anyone who can 
face with eyuanimity the task of learning 
to pronounce differently, thirty thousand 
words of his own language certainly 
deserves success, 

The writer ól the article is inclined to 
think that wircless, or radio, broadcasters 
are responsible for this wave of self- 
consciousness that is sweeping over 
America; for people nowadays may hear 
words like ‘“‘tomato”’ or “ chivalrous ”’ 
pronounced in quite a different way to the 
sound they have always given to them; 
and this, apparently, causes a good deal 
of worry. The Fnglish habit of ignoring 
the sound ‘‘ wh,” and so calling a whale 
a “wale,” seems to prove especially dis- 
turbing to good Americans. 


Ghe Geminids. 


The Geminid meteors form the most 
notable shower of this month, and are 
mosily in evidence during the second week 
in December. The radiant is cituated 
between Castor and Pollux, the brightest 
stars in the constellation Gemini, and is 
visible early in the night in the eastern 
part of the sky. The Geminids are some- 
times found very abundant near mid- 
December, and, owing to the altitude of 
the radiant, may be observed both shortly 
before and after midnight; but the most 
perfact shower of the month in the 
present year falls on the morning of the 
15th, with the principal maximum about 
4.20 a.m., though there is a maximum 
some hours earlier in the night of superior 
intensity. There is also a considerable 
meteoric display due on the evening and 
night of December 14, with maxima 
chiefly before midnight, but moonlight 
will greatly impede observations. The 
Geminids are not the only meteors that 
make their apearance on these occasions. 
Radiants in Ursa Major and Ursa 
Minor contribute their quota to the dis- 
play. Among other meteor-showers of the 
month there is one on the morning of the 
19th, with a maximum near sunrise, and 
another on the evening of the 23rd, with 
its principal maximum about 7.30. 
Meteors may be numerous also on the 
morning of the 29th, but the maximum 


falls near seven o'clock.

| SYMPHONY. CONCERT. 
BROADCAST BY 2RN. 


It was an excellent entertainment which 
was broadcast by wireless last night by the 
Symphony Orchestra, broadcasting from the 
Dublin Station (2RN). The programme was 
nicely varied, opening with Rossin! s lively 
“La Boutique Fantasque,”” in which Mr. 
Vincent O’Brien, conducted, secured 
some delightful contrasts, He ve a 
scholarly reading of Hamilton arty a 
‘Trish Symphony,” making full use of the 
able wind instrumentalists provided by the 
Army School of Music. From the orchestral 
int of view, however, the most interesting 
item on the programme was Mr. Harold R. 
White's new composition, “The Opium 
Easter,” A symphonic age it might more 
accurately be titled “ The Opium Smoker.” 

It is interesting to follow the theme, with 
the soft seductive opening movement as the 
victim succumbs to the temptation. Then 
comes the slow development as his senses are 
affected by the drug, and he passes, not 
without a mental upheaval, into a dream 
world, in which he is first roused by wild 
exotic music, and then wafted through the 
soft strains of an old world waltz back to 
easy sleep, in which the composer leaves him. 
The subject has been capitally treated, and 
Mr, O’Brien got from his players a very 
descriptive rendering of the work, which 
should prove a popular contribution at future 
orchestral concerts, Respighini’s “ Founta‘ns 
of Rome ” was notable tor the dainty effects 
secured by the strings, and Tschaikowski’s 
1812 Overture gave the orchestra an oppor- 
tunity to display its vigoar. 

Miss Joan Burke was the vocalist, and in 
a group of Irish songs, and later a work by 
Figar, she found ample scope for her con. 
tralio voice. Moffatt's arrangement of 
“The Silent Bird is hid in the Boughs ”’ 
was sung with splendid understanding, and 
she also imparted a true traditional air to 
Hughes's arrangement of “ The Dear Irish 
Boy.” Miss Rhoda Coghill, in two Chopin 
studies—the Impromptu in A flat and the 
Polonaise in A flat, gave a glimpse of her 
wondérful technigue and reading. 

Generally, the reception on crystal and 
valve sets was good. 


THE FEIS CEOIL. 


INTERESTING CHANCES IN 
THE SYLLABUS. 


The new Feis Ceoil syllabus, which appears 
to-day, contains some interesting features. 
In the choral section a new competition has 
heen added for mixed choirs which have not 
hitherto obtained any prize at the Feis Ceoil. 

The Rev. John Burke has given two addi- 
tional cups for plainsong—one for male voice 
choirs, the other for school choirs—with the 
objeet of fostering the study of plainsong in 
these departments. The competitions in plain- 
song will be judged this year by Dom 
Alphege Shebbeare. 

The competitions in the Irish language have 
been reorganised, and words and music will 
now be judged by the same adjudicator. A 
song with un'son choras, action song and 
school choir competition replace the former 
ensemble competitions; and competitors now 
choose their own pieces. The TS FARA in 
the vocal classes is Mr. Martin Freeman; the 
Trish instrumental classes will be judged by 
Mr. Arthur Darley. 

Other changes of interest are the inclusion 
of a competition for bugle calls, the sabstitu- 
tion in the solo sight singing of a song with 
accompaniment for the hitherto unaccom- 
panied test, and a special prize for the best 
performance of Bach's double concerto. 

The Committee have also decided to offer a 
special prize of free tuit‘on for one vear in 
the semior and middle pianoforte classes if, 
in the opinion of the adjudicator, a com- 
petitor—not necessarily a  prize-winner— 
shows very special promise. 

Dr. Bullock, Mr. Gordon Cleather and Mr. 
Rowsby Worf will adjudicate again this year; 
and Mr. Maurice D’UVisley, the well-known 
singer, and Mr. Claud Biggs, piano, will act 
for the first time as adjudicators at the Feis. 
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ETCHINGS AND 
MEZZOTINTS, 


A DUBLIN EXHIBITION, 


The collection of etchings and mezzotints 
exhibited at the Gallery, 28 South Anne street, 
Dublin, repays a visit.. Mr Waddington has 
shown enterprise in getting together a col- 
lection representative of the work of leading 
artists, past and present. Foremost amongst 
the etchings is one by Legros, dating about 
1870. It is a fine example of the famous 
etcher's work. The subject is an old Spanish 
gentleman. Beneath it hangs another fine 
etching, “ The Sailor's Infancy,’’ by Freyen 


Perrin, who was a pupil of Legros. It is 
interesting to learn that the Legros on view 
has been sold to a Dublin connoissuer at the 
highest price ever paid for any work of this 
artist. Another striking work is the etching 
of a Spanish gentleman by Rajon, 

The English school of fifty years ago is well 
represented by a woodland scene by Palmer. 
Uf the modern school, there is a lovely pair 
of coloured etchings by Alphege Brewer, with 
Rheims Cathedral as the subject. The in- 
terior scene, in which the rose windows are 
shown, is specially attractive. Among the 
black and white etchings Mr. Brewer's skill 
is also seen in some artistic studies in Venice. 

Dublin people are familiar with Mr. Louis 
Whirter’s etchings of the city’s better-known 
buildings—the Customs House, Trinity Col: 
lege and St. Patrick's Cathedral. In this 
collection they will have en opportunity to 
procure etchings by Mr. Whirter of Durham 
Cathedral and Jedburgh Abbey, two well- 
known piles across the Channel. Miss 
Dorothy Wollard’s work has won her a high 
reputation. and homely street scenes in 
Rouen, Abbeville and other places in 
France have provided her with material for 
excellent etchings. There are some charecte- 
ristic open-air etchings by Jackson Simpson.

HE spirit of independence is radually 

asserting: itself among the nionists 
of the North, and opposition to the party 
leaders is becoming quite common. Even 
in Parliament it is finding expression, 
and the Chief Whip has to be on the alert. 
In the debate on the Roads Traffic Bill 
yesterday, the rejection of the measure 
was moved by Major McCormick because 
the Government oe pene to Me a = 
roviding for third-party risks insurance, 
id the motion as seconded by. Mr. 
Crawford, who said that the Unionist 
members should be allowed to give ex- 
pression to their opfuions without being 
considered enemies of the cause simply for 
telling the truth. Of course the motion 
was defeated, but the incident shows that 
there is a good deal of dissatisfaction 
among the back benchers. 

This was partly met by the statement 
made by Sir Dawson Bates. Minister of 
Home Affairs, who said that he ag 
with the principle of third-party risks, 
and promised to adopt such a provision 
should the Imperial Government include 
it in the measure now being considered at 
Westminster. There was a good deal of 
talk in the lobbies about this little 
‘break-away ’’ from official .uthority. 
and the opponents of Sir Dawson had 
most of the sympathy, although not 
most of the votes, as all are more or less 
agreed on the need for protection of the 
victims of reckless drivers. 


POLICY OF EQUALITY. 


The programme for the session in the 
Belfast Parliament has been varied in 
order to fall into line with the proceedings 
at Westminster. In accordance with its 
policy of equality in social services with 
Great Britain, the Government has found it 
necessary to introduce an Unemployment 
Insurance Bill similar to that before the 
Imperial House, which proposes to give 
increased scales of benefit to the workless, 
as well as to bring into benefit young 
persons of sixteen years of age who are 
idle. It was thought that all business 
would have been concluded before the 
Christmas recess, but the Jong-drawn-out 
debates on the measure at Westminster 
have delayed matters. oe 

In the expectation that the British 
measure will be placed on the Statute 
Book before Parliament rises íor 
Christmas, it has been decided to adjourn 
the Northern House of Commons on 
Thursday next and to meet again in the 
middle of January, when a bill similar im 
all respects to the British measure will be 
introduced and passed. It is hardly 
likely that there will be any opposition 
to the proposals, and the adjourned 
session will, therefore, be a short one, as 
no other business will be brought. forward. 
The solitary Socialist member is jubilant 
and is making himself very prominent. 
Yesterday he divided the House on a 
number of amendments, the voting being 
one against the rest.

The New Spain. 


As he walks through the streets of any 
Irish city, admiring the tawdry pleasures 
that America has planted throughout 
Christendom, a saddened observer well 
might cry, with the maker ef the recruit- 
ing song for the Crusaders, ‘‘ Capta est 
heredttas pendentis in ligno.”” -How may 
the social rot that has followed the Great 
War—the selfishness, the indolence, the 
vulgar frivolitv—be arrested ? 
continental lands resort has been made 
to dictatorship, whereby the enlightened 
will of an individual has replaced the 
dissipated will of the community. It is 
thus that within six years the Marqués de 
Estella has rescued the Spanish nation 
from the disruptive tendencies of the age. 
A land that was the prey of factions, that 
was decadent and weak, has_been filled 
Energies that 


In many 


with economic activity. 
were being wasted in political strife have 
been diverted into works of national re- 
construction. The material works of the 
dictatorship are most precious to Spain, 
not because poor men are a little richer 
and backward territories a little more 
prosperous, but because material activity 
has served to brace the individual and to 
discipline society. Dictatorship, however 
is not a natural form of government, At 
best it is transitional. It fails unless it 
can crown the arch of its achievements 
with the binding keystone of a restored 
constitution. Will the Spanish Dictator 
arrive at this final triumph? 

The Marqués de Estella has restored 
to Spain her heritage of dignity, order 
and social good-wil’. He has set her in 
the way of prosperity, and he promised 
that a revised constitution would be laid 
before the Netional Consultative Assembly 
in October, in order that the dictatorship 
should be brought to an early end. This 
promise has not been fulfilled, Criticism 
of his draft constitution was invited. 
Spain is a land that loves abstract argu- 
ment, and criticism swelled into a volume 
of disputation. Don Quixote said 
that the true knight must know 
the laws of distributive and com- 
mutative justice, must be theologian, 
physician and astrologer, a master of 
mathematics and one able to shoe, groom 
and saddle a horse. This Quixotic 
versatility has gone to the discussion of 
the fine points of the Dictator’s scheme. 
In newspapers, reviews and books the 
theory of government has been debated 
with so much zeal and so little agreement 
that the Dictator has received no clear 
mandate for the modification of his 
policy, Nevertheless, modification «has 
begun. The censorship of foreign messages 
has been withdrawn, An amnesty has 
been granted to military offenders, The 
threat, long maintained, of drastic punish- 
ment of the leaders of the late revolt has 
been waived. We may assume that the 
Marqués de Estella is honestly anxious to 
be relieved of the burden of autocracy. 
It is believed that municipal elections 
will be held early inthe new year as a 
means to set in motion the revival of 
constitutional practice. 

We have received from the Consu!- 
General for Epain in Dublin a copy of 
Sefior José Pemartin’s book, ‘‘ General 
Primo de Rivera and the Dictatorship in 
Spain.” Herein are described in detail 
the building of new railway connections, 
the establishment of aerial services, the 
campaigns against tuberculosis and 
cancer, the restoration of ‘museums, the 


ent of the tourist traffic, thé 
ehlargemént of the mercantile matine and- 
many other happy achievements of the 
régime. — Tables -and-diagrams show how 
strikes have-diminished, budgets improved 
and crime and disorder decreased, The 
Dictator, in a foreword, declares that his 
experience has convinced him that parlia- 
mentary reprosentation is vital to lastinz 
good governmeiit. “ Hence,’’ he says. 
“EE have cherished the hope to bring into 
being “in Spain “mu ‘single parliamentary 
Chamber, of well-balanced ‘composition 
ond ‘nhassdilable repute, That is the 
work which it remains for me to 
accomplish.’” What will follow if. the 
Marqués de Estella’s plans mature? A 
few days ago the sword. of the canonised 
King Ferdinand was carried in religious 
pomp through the Granada which that 
weapon once liberated from the Moors. 
This annual procession is typical of 
the long-remembering and picturesque 
conservatisin of Spain—the conservatism 
which made possible the success of a 
bloodless tyranry. Will the new progress 
slay the old conservatism or give it a 
glorified new life? 


The Bank Rate. 


Yesterday the Bank of England reduced 
its discount rate from five and a half to 
five per cent, Reductions in the Bank 
rate are very rare in December; but the 
present circumstances are exceptional, 
inasmuch as the monetary situation in 
Europe has changed completely in conse- 
quence of the recent collapse in Wall 
street. Although a half per cent, reduc- 
tion is not very much, its psycho- 
logical effect will be far-reaching. When, 
in September, the English Bank rate was 
increased from five and a half to six and 
a half per cent., the Irish Bank rate 
rose promptly from six to seven per cent. 
In October English and Irish rates alike 
came down by one-half per cent., and in 
November by a further one-half per cent, 
Yesterday, however, the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Irish Banks announced that 
it did not propose to change its rate, with 
the result that the Irish rate now stands 
at six per cent., while the English rate 
has been reduced to five per cent. Loans 
on‘ Government Stock transferred, how- 
ever, will be negotiated at five per cent. 
It is difficult to understand why the Irish 
banks should refuse to lower their rate 
part passu with the rate in England— 
indeed, many experts fail to see why 
there should be any difference between 
the two rates at all. Not only have the 
Irish banks not reduced their discount 
rate in common with that of the Bank of 
England ; they actually have reduced their 
deposit rate.on sums under £500 from 
three to two and a half per cent. Thus 
they have contrived to have matters both 


ways. Their discount rate is at least one- 


| half per cent, too high, while their deposit 


rate is a half per cent. too low. The 
Irish banks in the past have pursued a 
very wise policy. Their — conservatism 
more than once has been of the utmost 
value to the country, but on this occasion 
they have gone too far, An Englishman 


| pays five per cent. for accommodation and 


receives three and a half per cent. on his 
deposits, while the Irishman, who gets 
only two and a half per cent. for his 
money, is forced to pay six per cent. for 
his loans, How can this discrepancy be 
justified? We know that the Bank of 
England’s discount rate is nominal—that 
it applies only to fine scrip, very little of 
which exists in this country. Neverthe- 
less, in view of the general economic 
condition of Ireland, we feel that the 
banks ought to be more generous. After 
all, if there were no deposits, there would 
be no loans, and some consideration 
ought to be shown for those persons who 
supply the banking system with its life's 
blood. We can understand the policy 
which maintains the discount rate at a 
higher level than the Bank of England 
rate, although we are not at all certain 
that we agree with it. We cannot under- 
stand, however, the motives which have 
impelled the banks to reduce their deposit 
rate, and ye think that the public is 
entitled to an explanation. 


Epilogue. 

Yesterday the last British soldier left 
the Rhine. The final scene was most 
impressive, and even ‘‘the ranks of 
Tuscany,” if they forebore to cheer, at 
least were sensible of the. fact that 
they were present at a momentous 
and significant ceremony, A dignity 
natural to the British and Germans 
characterised the proceedings. As the 
Union Jack was hauled down by Sergeant- 
Major Saunders, of the 2nd Royal 
Fusiliers, to the strains of the Royal 
Salute, the great majority of the German 
onlookers bared their heads. Here was 
no obsequiousness to a foreign flag. 
Rather did a great nation honour the 
conduct of its English kinsmen, who by 
their moderation had achieved a height 
that it would have wished its own sons 
to attain. The troops moved down the 
Wilhelmstrasse while the band played 
“Anld Lang Syne.”” We can imagine no 
tune more. suitable. Surely among 
those present were some whose vision 
enabled them to look back beyond the 
recent years of artificial hate to the time 
when the common ancestors of the German 
and English peoples, under Arminius, had 
hurled into ruin the legions of imperial 
Rome. Perhaps, some of these looked 
forward to a happier day, when once 
again the Nordic peoples would stand side 
by side, the bulwark of an enlightened 
world. At the station the 8th French 
Infantry Regiment were paraded, and 
their band, too, played ‘“‘Auld Lang 
Syne.” The last act of a gigantic war is 
over, and it behoves us to rejoice with- 
out recriminations. The generosity of re- 
lated families will heal the wounds of a 
misguided strife. To-day Germany and. 
England can look forward to a great 
future, based on the fulfilment of mutual

Malaria in Kenya. 


According to the Special Correspondent 
of The Times at Nairobi, Colonel James 
has laid an interim report on malaria 
before the Legislature.

Othér tropical 
diseases may be.more savage in their 
attacks and more regularly fatal in their 
results, but malaria is more wasteful in 
human effort than all the rest. Its 
legacies often remain in. the system for 
years after the sufferer has returned to 
Europe, and- lay him low 4t the approach 
of every cold season; Yet, like most other 
human ills, it can be avoided with care.

Two obvious measures suggest themselves— 
namely, the extermination of the’ insect 
or its exclusion from humaztt ‘society, The 
mosquito breeds in stagnant pools, so 
that a careful supervision of ‘puddles 
and tanks by. interested communities 
can achieve much.

This practice is universal in 
the Southern States of America; yet, 
oddly enough, dwellers in the tropics 
prefer to rely upon the untrustworthy 
mosquito curtain. We hope that the final 
report of the Colonial Office will embody a 
comprehensive programme. Too long 
already has malaria been allowed to 
flourish almost .unchecked—a contention 
which is proved by the fact that all those 
who have spent any time in the East are 
presumed, as a matter of course, to be 
malarious. With sustained effort the 
dread mosquito can be overcome,

IBSEN TRAGEDY— 
GHOSTS." 


MEMORABLE PLAY AT THE 
ABBEY THEATRE. 


In the very frank speech in which she 
acknowledged the plaudits of the audience at 
the Abbey Theatre last night, Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell said: ‘‘ We have not done justice to 
this great tragedy.” While there can be uo 
possibility of disagreement upon that state- 
ment it may be said that any first production 
of such a play as “ Ghosts” would probably 
be attended. by the unevenness and. scrapp!- 
ness which marked this períormance. It was 
not. a prodaction that the public could 
with .complete satisfaction applaud; it was 
a production that had its great moments, as 
it had its moments of exasperation and frus- 
tration. 

““Ghosts”” is certainly ‘not to be numbered 
amongst the major plays of the Norwegian 
master. In theme and technique it cannot 
be compared to such plays as ‘‘ The Master 
Builder '” or “ The Wild Duck,’”’ but in the 
series of ‘‘ social plays ” it takes a high place. 
From one angle it might be judged as a 
restrospective statement of what might. have 
happened to Nora Helmer if she returned to 
her. husband after that famous door-slam 
which closed the “ Doll’s' House.” Had 
Pastor Manders not sent Mrs. Alving back 
to her husband at, the end’ of her first year 
of marriage, when she sought refuge with 
him, there would have been no ghosts to lay, 
and no tragedy for Oswald and his mother. 
It is difficult. to see now why this play 
incurred the ban of the Lord Chamberlain for 
thirty years in England, and difficult also 
to see why it should be regarded as prurient. 
It is in effect a sermon, or an illustrated 
parable, on the text’: “ The sins of the fathers 
are visited upon the children.” It is worked 
out in terms of false idealism in triumphant 
conflict with truth. 

THE PLAY. | 

The Kammerherre Alving. was  over- 
brimming, as his widow says, with ‘the joy 
of life,” and this in a small country place 
could. only mean a very dissolute existence. 
His sins did not find him out until ten years 
after his death, when an orphanage is being 
dedicated to his memory, and his ‘son has 
returned from a prolonged sojourn as in 
artist in Rome and Paris. Pastor Manders 
had come with all the decaments. connected 
with the Alving Foundation, and he resisted 
insurance becanse his: nd might suspect | 
him of disbelief‘in the Higher Power, Jacob 
Engstrand, the nominal father of the Alving’s 
maid Regina, who had been á carpenter at 
the building, suggests a prayer-meeting to give 
thanks for the ‘successful conclusion of the 
work, and a a consequence the entire stru>- 
ture is destroyed by fire because of negligence 
with the candles. 

Everything that the Kammerherre had 
touched is burning, Oswald says. He had 
suffered all his life from headaches, and when 
he had consulted a doctor in Paris he wae 
told that -the next attack would end his 
career; so he stored the little packets of 
morphia. Regina would rescue him in his 
hour of need, or so he believed; but the 
revelation of his blood relationship with the 
girl removed her from the house, and from 
his life. She would “drink champagne with 
gentle-folks yet,” and he would rely upon 
the word of his mother. Engstrand would 
keep a ‘sailors’ home which would be a 
credit to the memory of Captain Alving.”’ 
The final scene, with its heartfelt cry from 
Oswald, was a really thrilling moment. 

FINE ACTING. 

In Mrs. Patrick Campbell there is surely an 
ideal Mrs, Alving. In her quiet manner she 
emphasised_ everything that Ibsen had said 
lightly, and in her demeanour she was the 
tragic mother as none other could be in the 
réle. She was handicapped somewhat by a 
cough that impeded her, and by slips in 
dialogue, but she rose supreme in the great 
moments which clese the first and third acts. 
It is a performance that aspiring actors and 
actresses would do well to study carefully. 
Oswald was shown by Mr. Anew McMaster 
undecided, weary, 4lasé, bored, yet as full 
of the “joy of life” as was his father. His 
scenes with Pastor Manders in the first act, 
and with his mother in the climax, were. each 
exhibitions of fine acting. Once more Mr. 
Charles Marford proved his versatility by 
giving a very fine interpretation of the sly 
hypocrite, Jacob Engstrand, and Miss Esme 
Biddle made all that was possible in the 
small part of Regina. Mr, Basil Gill did not 
seem: to. be at all comfortable in the part of 
Manders. To Mrs. Patrick Campbell and 
Messrs. McMaster and Marford must go the 
honours of a very fine introductory perform- 
ance of a memorable play. i

DUBLIN NATURALISTS’ FIELD 
CLUB. 


Under the auspices of the Dublin Natur- 
alists’ Field Club, at a meeting in the 
Academy House, Dawson street, last night, 
Mr. A. M. Gwynn delivered a lecture on 
“*Early Cave Occupations im Ireland.” 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Gwynn 
referred at length to the discoveries at Kil- 
grany, including the human skull, which was 
on exhibition for the first time; remains of 
implements of the bronze age and the new 
stone age. He went on to deal with finds at 
Kesh of remains which indicated the in- 
habitation there before the Crannog period, 
sage i 2,000 years ago, he caves 
there, it appeared, had been inhabited by 
wild beasts, chiefly bears ; and there were also 
found remains of reindeer. Digging at Done- 
raile revealed the remains of mammoth rein- 
deer, hyenas, bears and the Irish elk. Mam- 
moth. remains were found in the cave at 
Shandon (Co, Waterford). He spoke of the 
finding, generally in caves, of a barren layer, 
but said that they had not been excavated 
sufficiently. ‘ 5 

In the course of a discussion, Mr. A. W. 
Stelfax spoke of the need for further explora- 
tion of barren: layer, described at Kesh and 
elsewhere. . He proposed that. the. Academy 
be requested to carry out further investiga- 
tions in this ‘respect as soon as ‘possible.

Mr. W, Forfar, a representative of the 
salvage contractors, in an interview 
yesterday, said that the contractors had 
met with exceptional conditions in having 
had to put up with practically a month 
of continuous storms. They had never 
had experience of such adverse weather 
conditions. Only five days’ work had 
been done within the past month on the 
Celtic, as the result of the gales; but, 
notwithstanding all she has had to 
encounter, the position of the ship is 
none the worse. Some slight damage had 
been done, and there had been loss of 
part of the a material, which had of 
necessity to be left on board and which 
had been hurled by the waves over the 
hatches. 

“The damage done in this way,”’ Mr. 
Forfar continued, “ is merely to the wood- 
work, and is of such a nature that it can 
be repaired very quickly. The repairs 
could be effected in a fortnight. 

“Our pumps received some damage, 
also the pipe lines from the air pumps 
principally, and to repair these would 
mean the erection of new pumps, a work 
whick would be somewhat costly. 
“é As far as the ship is concerned, she 
has settled down a little bit more. 
Admittedly, we do not like it; but, at 
the same time, she is intact, and the 
hull as strong as far down as we can 
see. There is, in my opinion, no truth in 
the statement that she has broken her 
back. It would be plainly evident if her 
back was broken, because cracks would 
extend right up through all the decks, 
and there is no such indication. There 
would also be evidence of sagging in such 
a case, whereas, as she is, the Celtic is 
in perfect alignment. At the moment she 
has gone down a bit more at the head and 
up at the stern, due to water getting into 
the head, but to right that is only a 
matter of pumping out the excess water.” 

FURTHER WORK. 

Mr. Forfar stated that work would be 
continued during the winter on the Celtic 
in a somewhat limited way. The demolli- 
tion work would still be carried on to the 
extent necessary for the subsequent float- 
ing off. They were at present construct- 
ing an eight-foot wide suspension gang- 
way between Roche’s Point and the ship, 
and expect to have that completed before 
Christmas. There was nothing more than 
temporary abandonment of the original 
idea of refloating.

CHANGED CONDITIONS. 


From Our Financia CORRESPONDENT, 

Yesterday’s further reduction in the 
Bank rate to 5 per cent. may be regarded 
as due to the desire of the authorities to 
give trade and commerce the benefit of 
cheaper money before it has been possible 
to make good the whole of the heavy gold 
loss experienced earlier in the year. There 
was some doubt whether the change would 
take place yesterday, but a 5 per cent. 


certainty within & comparatively short 
period, owing to the great change in inter- 
national monetary conditions which fol- 
lowed the breakdown of the Stock Ex- 
change speculation in America, The Bank 
has been receiving gold in very. large 
amounts of late, the result largely of the 
favourable movements in the exchanges 
produced by the per cent, Bank rate 
enforced on September 26 last. 

It is possible, too, that the: directors 
had definite knowledge of an exceptionally 
large gold shipment from New York, pos- 
sibly to London, but in any case to a 
quarter where its receipt would preclude 
the likelihood of foreign demands upon 
our own stock of the metal. Further, the 
previous 54 per cent. official minimum 
had become ineffective because of the fall 
in market discount rates to about 3 below 
that level. This circumstance is not 
really a reason for lowering the official 
minimum, but the fall in bill rates was a 
reflection of the altered conditions pre- 
viously mentioned, : 


A WELCOME STEP. 


Cheaper money will naturally. be very 
welcome in trade ¢ifcles; for, although it 
can be shown that the increase in costs of 
production through a 1 per cent, rise mm 
the Bank rate is very slight, dear money 
has a considerable sentimental effect. It 
tends to diminish enterprise, and it may 
weaken public confidence. The. lower 
Bank rate will have a favourable effect 
upon security values, and may possibly 
help towards the recovery of markets from 
the greatly weakening effect of this year’s 
numerous unfavourable developments. 

As regards the future, Lombard street 
has virtually decided that a further reduc- 
tion in the official minimum cannot be 
expected for some months to come, and, 
perhaps, may not take place until the 
gold position of the Bank of England has 
been restored to something like the figure 
shown before the directors were reluctantly 
compelled to raise their rate to 64 per 
cent. towards the end of September last. 

The Bank rate is seldom reduced so 
late in the year. The previous occasion 
of a reduction in Decémber was on 
December 1, 1910, when the rate was 
lowered from § to 44 per.cent. There was 
a like change on December 9, 1909, but, 
apart from these two occasions, one has 
to go back to December 10, 1891, when 
the rate came down from 4 to 34 per cent. 
On December 4, 1890, there was a reduc- 
tion from 6 to 5 per cent., the previous 
decline in the last month of the year 
having been as far back as December 11, 
1873, when the rate was reduced from 5 
to 44 per cent. The last occasion of a 
reduction from 5} to 5 per cent. was on 
November 3, 1921. More usually the 
Bank rate is advanced late in the year. 


BRITISH INDUSTRY BENEFITED. 
The Secretary of the National Union of 
Manufacturers yesterday said to a re- 
rter: I think that the reduction of tho 
Bank rate will undoubtedly have a bene- 
ficial effect on industry generally. Unfor- 
tunately, of course, with all the increased 
expenditure which the Government's 
social service programme necessitates, the 
benefit that manufacturers will derive 
from the reduction will, to a very large 
extent, be negatived. Nevertheless, the 
reduction will be welcome. No doubt, 
now that the wave of speculation in Wall 
street has diminished, markets are gener- 
ally becoming more and more stable. 


SWEDISH BANK RATE DOWN.

On the contrary, 
we shall “endeavour ~ throughout, by 
negotiation and co-operation; . to bring 
about that reduction and limitation of 
armaments “which is in the common 
interest of all.

JAPAN’S ATTITUDE. 


POSSIBLE SCALING DOWN.

Mr. Wakatsuki paid a tribnte to the 
Kellogg Pact.

by a reduction all round, armaments 
should not be scaled down to a consider- 
able extent... If the other participating 
Powers come to such an agreement, Japan 
stands ready to reduce her naval strength 
to an extent which will be provortionately 
necessary. We a:a not proposing to possess 
any equipment beyond that which is neces- 
sary for our cefence in the adjacent waters 
of Japan. The very fact that Japan is 
not demanding, and will not demand, 
numerical parity with the United States 
or the British Navy is itself sufficient 
proof that not an 'iota of the idea of an 
attack has entered into the considerations 
of the Japanese Navy.” 
Mr. Wakatsuki added that Japan would 
urrc the retention of the submarine at the 
Conference owing to its effectiveness as a 
defensive weapon. ;

THE OPTIONAL CLAUSE 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S 
POSITION, 


Criticisms of possible consequences of 
Britain’s signing the Optional Clause of 
the Permanent Court of International 
Justice are answered in; a White Paper 
issued yesterday, 

After dealing in detail with various 
objections, the White Paper states that 
“fears which have been expressed as to 
the consequences of the signature to the 
Optional Clause are without foundation. 
The broad question remains: ‘Is it safe 
to trust. British interests to the decision 
of the Permanent Court?’ The question 
may be transposed: ‘Is it wise to leave 
British interests without any safeguarding 
except war; which we have undertaken. not 
to wage ?’ 

“His Majesty’s Government believes 
that to the last question only one answer 
can be returned. They hold that the whole 
course of international» development. for 
many years past has been in the direction 
of the substitution of arbitration for war, 
and they rejoice to think that there now 
exists an International Court. whose .coni- 
petence and impartiality ave unchallenged, 
to which may safely be referred all inter- 
national disputes of, at-any rate, a justi- 
fiable character. 

‘Such a reform is, in their view, an 
essential part of the effort. seriously to 
implement the undertakings of the Pact 
of Peace, and to utilise the early years 
of peace in creating effective safeguards 
against war before its realities have been 
forgotten.”

Richard Brogan, described as a professional 
boxer, with an address in Hull street, was 
charged on remand with committing an 
aggravated assault on William Walshe last 
Saturday in Loftus Jane, off Bolton street, 
Dublin. i . 

Brogan gave evidence in his own behalf, 
and stated that he had been a professional 
boxer for sixteen years, and had one of the 
biggest reputations in the country.

While they 
were waiting to commence Walshe taunted 
witness with a fight they had four months 
ago in Henrietta street. 


“ KNOCKED OUT.” 

“] then asked him,” said witness, “if he 
was as-good a man as he was four months 
ago, and he said he was. _ That did it; to 
we peeled off and got into it. It was a fair 
fight, and I dislocated my thumb in knocking 
him out with a right swing to the eye.” 

Walshe—Tell the truth. You kicked me 
in the eye. Sa 

Brogan—I never did an unfair thing in iny 
life, and 1 fought Walshe fairly and squarely 
and packed him off to hospital like a man. 
(Laughter. ) 

Thomas Walshe, a labourer, said that the 
fight in Loftus lane lasted twenty minutes, 
and was fair. There was no kicking in it. 

Walshe (the injured man)—You were there 
keeping “Nix” for the police and getting 
paid for it. 

Brogan—And you get some of the money 
out of the pitch and toss school yourself. 

Walshe—Indeed. I do not. The gang 
running it is too strong for me. (Laughter ) 

The Justice—I knew there was money at 
the back of this thing. 

Walshe—There is £14 or £15 in 
“school ’* every Sunday. 

The Justice—That is as good as profes- 
sional boxing.
